I  imagine  they  would  have  been  pleased  and  surprised:  pleased  by  the  glimpses  of  a  campus 
that  they  did  not  know,  by  buildings  that  had  come  to  supplement  the  rooms  that  they  had 
in  one-half  of  Main  Hall,  by  the  John  Stewart  Memorial  Library,  the  laboratories,  and  all 
the  other  evidences  of  the  physical  strength  and  solidity  of  Wilson.  They  would  have  been 
pleased  also  by  the  girls  whose  photographs  they  saw  in  this  volume — much  like  themsehes, 
in  spite  of  the  changes  in  styles. 

They  would  ha\e  been  surprised  without  doubt  by  the  multiplicity  of  undergraduate 
activities  recorded  in  this  book,  by  the  proof  contained  here  of  the  widened  interests  of 
Wilson  students  in  the  mid-twentieth  century,  and  by  many  cherished  Wilson  traditions 
that  had  not  yet  been  born.

You,  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1950,  hold  a  unique  position.  You  have  the 
privilege  of  recording  those  Wilson  activities  that  terminate  the  decade  of  the  40's,  and  of 
taking  the  lead  as  Seniors  in  inaugurating  the  decade  of  the  50's.  It  is  strange  but  true 
that  we  tend  to  characterize  each  decade — the  spendthrift  20's,  the  depression  30's,  the 
wartime  40's, — and  yet  there  was  no  sharp  distinction  between  1929  and  1930,  between 
1939  and  1940.  Will  you  witness  and  be  partly  responsible  for  a  decided  change  in  trend 
or  emphasis  as  the  40's  merge  into  the  50's?    What  adjective  will  describe  the  50's? 

This  book,  constituting  a  record  of  the  activities  of  1948-49,  presents  a  picture  of 
Wilson  in  a  year  when  there  was  almost  complete  freedom  from  the  strain  of  wartime 
restraints.
